IN SUFFOLK

They Dinplfty^ Great Cleverness
in Getting Into Store and

Getting Away.

GOOD TASTE IN JEWELRY

Know Enough to Tell; Which is
the. Most Valuable.Blood¬
hounds on Their Trail.

(Special to Tho Tlmes-Dlspatch.)
SUFFOLK, VA.. Nov. 27.Burglars, ovl-

donlly professionals, before day this
morning, broko Into two stores on Wash¬
ington Square, the principal business
block, and got away with the goods.
Thoy first went to 13. L. Folk & Com¬

pany's hardware store, which was entered
from tho rear. Tho panel of tho door was

gotten out by boring a series of augur
holes. Boxes wero piled up to screen
thorn from view, in caso a policeman
should pass that way.
Having entered, the thieves secured half

a dozen pistols and' «omo other articles.
Thoy used a cleaver1 for the puropse of
prying open the cash register, from,
which only {2.90 was taken.
Tho thieves got a pair of scissors at.

Folk's with which to cut a wire door
that protected the rear wood door of E.
T. Jordan's Jowelry storo. Here the, same
methods of boring out a panel were used
after the wire door had been cut. More
than 100 augur holes were bored before
the panel was ioosened.
The Intruders got the following articles,

which are all Mr. Jordan has missed so
far: Fourteen watches, twelve gold pens
and pen-holders, twelve gold, pencils,
eighteen gold plated bracelets, twelve pairs
of gold spectacles, twelve pair of rimless
eye-glaesos, six sets of tea and table
spoons, three sets of silver forks, a lot
Of gold and gold filled pins, a lot of gold
filled lornettes and silver lornettes. Some
silver match boxes, gold cuff buttons,
scarf pins, bracelets, rings, a Í2 pair of
woman's garters, watch chains ana watch
charms.
Mr. Jordan's diamonds, expensive

watches and higher priced jewelry were

locked In his sate, and were not disturb¬
ed·
The money drawerg were gone through,

but no cash was secured.
Tho burglars evidently were judges of

Jewelry, for In one case .there were sev¬

eral lots of spectacles. The gold ones
were taken and the plated ones
wero left. The thieves left many pieces of
Jewelry they had access to. They only
sought those ot smaller bulk.
Bloodhounde were put on the trial of the

burglars.-Starting from -Folk's store, the
trail was" followed to Jordan's, and from
ti.ere through several streets to a point
on the Norfolk and Western Railroad,
where they evidently boarded a freight
-train:
The thieves secured about Í300 worth

of'etuft at the two stores.
